In  planting  large  orchards 
it  is  desirable  to  use  several  varieties. 

Schley.  The  Schley  is  not  the  larg- 
est, but  is  regarded  by  many  as  the 
best  of  the  paper-shell  pecans.  The 
shell  is  unusually  thin  and  f'Ul  of  rich, 
finely  flavored  meat.  The  trees  are 
healthy,  vigorous  growers  and  yield 
well. 

Stuart.  A fine  general  purpose 
pecan  of  large  sie,  well-flavored  meats, 
medium  shell.  Trees  grow  rapidly 
and  yield  early.  Heavy  bearers. 

Alley.  A medium-size  nut,  the  thin 
shell  of  which  is  well  filled  with  bright 
meat  of  most  delicate  flavor.  It  is  one 
of  the  preferred  varieties  for  large  or- 
chard planting. 
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Delmas.  The  Delmas  is  one  of  the 
largest  varieties  of  paper-shell  pecans. 
The  trees  are  good  growers  and  the 
nuts  are  of  excellent  quality.  A heavy 
bearer  and  considered  one  of  the 
leaders.

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Planting 

Instructions 

The  planting  season  extends  from 
the  middle  of  November  to  the  first  of 
April.  When  trees  arrive  for  planting 
they  should  be  unpacked  at  once  and 
embedded  in  a trench  to  the  same 
depth  that  they  grew  in  the  ground 
until  ready  for  planting.  . 

The  holes  for  planting  should  be  30 
inches  deep  by  24  inches  wide  (or 
larger  and  deeper  for  largest  sizes) 
and  should  be  46  feet  8 inches  apart, 
allowing  20  trees  to  the  acre. 

Plant  to  the  same  depth  as  the  trees 
grew  in  the  ground.  In  very  dry 
weather  use  a little  water  in  the  holes 
at  planting.  Always  fill  hole  with  top 
soil  and  pack  well.
